REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 1-26 and 42-52 are allowed. 

3. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

The invention as claimed is not taught or render obvious by 
the prior art of record. Regarding claim 1, the prior art of 
record fails to teach or suggest, alone or in combination 
"wherein in said first folded position, said first and second 
sections of said housing are folded in side by side relation 
with said display and said camera lens facing towards each 
other; and wherein in said second folded position, said first 
and second sections of said housing are folded in side by side 
relation with said display and said camera lens facing away from 
each other". 

Regarding claim 42, the prior art of record fails to teach 
or suggest, alone or in combination "wherein in said first 
folded position, said first and second housing sections are 
folded in side by side relation with said display and said 
camera lens facing towards each other; and wherein in said 
second folded position, said first and second housing sections 
are folded in side by side relation with said display and said 
camera lens facing away from each other". 

Bennetts et al. (U.S. Pub No: 2005/0096106 Al) discloses 
a housing for a mobile communication device (fig. 1) comprising: 
a first housing section with a first side and a second side 
(fig. 1 numbers 20 and 24); a second housing section with a 
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first side and a second side (fig. 1 numbers 22 and 26) ; a hinge 
mechanism pivotally connecting said first and second housing 
sections to allow said first and second housing sections to 
rotate between a first folded position (fig. 4 numbers 4,50 and 
52) , in which said first and second housing section are folded 
in side by side relations with said first sides facing (fig. 4 
bottom figure) , and a second folded position, in which said 
first and second housing section are folded in side by side 
relations with said second sides facing (fig. 4 top figure 
wherein numbers 14 and 18 are facing outward) . Fukuda et al. 
(U.S. Pub No: 2003/0040346 Al) discloses a portable device 
having a camera feature. Sudo (U.S. Pub No: 2005/0054394 Al) 
teaches a hinge device and cell phone that opens to 160 degrees. 
However, none of the prior art of record teaches the two claimed 
paragraphs above .
